ALBANY Evening 
strolls will become safer for 
Albany residents when new 
mercury-vapor lights, three 
times as bright as the old 
incandescent lamps, are in- 
stalled along 14 streets. 

The streets include 
Dartmouth where an el- 
derly woman was recently 
beaten to death during a 
purse-snatching at night. 

The new program calls for 
improved lighting on many 
other streets in the future, 
said Councilman Lewis 
Howell, after the council’s 
40 vote last night in favor of 
new lighting for 14 streets. 

Other streets receiving 
mercury-vapor lights are 
Key Route (north of Sol- 
ano), Cleveland, Buchanan, 
Kains, Adams, Brighton, 
Washington, Portland, 
Thousand Oaks, Peralta, 
Sonoma, Santa Fe and 
Jackson. 

Like many of Albany’s 
streets, Dartmouth is pitch 
black at night, an ideal situ- 
ation for muggers. The 
lights of San Pablo“Avenue 
are of limited help in il- 
luminating lesser streets 
which join it. 

Police Chief James Sim- 
mons has been pushing for 
improved lighting for many 
months and installation 
plans were rid pe by 

im, said Howell. 

Most of the new lights are 
replacements, but there are 
some additional lights, This 
involves an increased 
monthly charge by Pacific 
Gas and Electric for re- 
placements and a new 
charge for the additions. 

Howell added that both El 
Cerrito and Berkeley are 
improving street lights as 
an anti-crime measure. 

The police department in- 
vestigation of the elderly 
woman’s murder is continu- 
ing. No arrests have been 
made. 

The city council last night 
also adopted an emergency 
ordinance changing the ci- 
ty’s business license fee 
structure, set Jan. 17 for a 
public hearing on proposed 
charter amendments, and 
endorsed Muhammad Ali 
Unity Day which will end 
with festivities at Golden 
Gate Fields. 

The emerdeney ordi- 

nance, going into effect im- 
mediately, provides for 
varying the annual business 
license fee according to 
echanges in the Consumer 
Price Index, and eliminates 
the option of calculating the 
tax based ‘upon gross re- 
ceipts.

Drought poses threat 
of region ‘brown-out 


ALBANY — The grim 
spectre of drought made its 
first appearance in Albany, 
this week, as officials faced 
the possibility of a 10 per- 
cent reductiss.in the city’s 
water supply. 

The daily flow would be 
cut an estimated 213,000 gal- 
lons, under a tentative pan 

roposed by East Bay 

unicipal Utility District. 
The utility’s directors, fear- 
ful that a lack of snow this 
winter may dry up their 
main water storage reser- 
voir in the Sierra, plan to 
seek state Ed eat by 
Sen. John Nejedly, authoriz- 
ing compulsory conserva- 
tion. 

“This would be a last re- 
sort, following a dry winter 
and a vigorous program 
promoting voluntary ration- 
ing,’’ David Vossbrink, 


EBMUD public information 
officer, said today. 

James B. Turner, Albany 
city administrator, admif- 
ted that the effects of the 
rationing ‘‘could change the 
appearance of the town. 
Landscaping would be hit 
the hardest, and we’d wind 
up with a lot of dead grass at 
the very least,”’ he said. 


“But there may be no al- 
ternative to a cutback — 
Marin has lived under a 
similar situation for a year. 
We have several small 
domestic wells that take 
care of a few of our park and 
recreational areas, but their 
production is relatively in- 
significant.”

Tips on preventing 


holocaust 


Here are the suggestions 
that may prevent a holiday 
holocaust : 

1. Besure to obtain a fresh 
tree a few days before 
Christmas. Test it to see if 
the needles may be dried out 
and already-falling.

2. Make sure the tree is not 
located near a fireplace, 
radiator, stove, television 
set or any other source of 
heat. Never block any exists 
by placing a tree in the line 

traffic. Remember these 
same rules if you assist in 
decorating a church, school 
or assembly room. 

3. Use only lights and wir- 
ing with the Underwriters 
laboratories label. Make 
sure that extension cords, if 
used do not present a trip- 
ping hazard. Never over- 
oad circuits by having to 
many plugs in one, outlet. 
Check lighting sets from 
previous years for frayed 
wire, loose connections, and 
broken sockets. 

4, Many tragic fires start 
when thereis no one at home 
or when the family is in bed. 
For this reason, do not leave 
the lights burning for too 
long a period of time, and 
always turn them off when 
you retire for the night. 

5. Candles should never be 
used on your tree. Electric 
lights should not be used on 
metal trees because of the 
danger of electrocution. 

6. Glass - metal, or non- 
combustible materials are 
safest for decorations. It is 
possible to purchase com- 
mercial sprays which will 
make your tree more fire 
resistive. 

7. Don’t smoke near the 
tree, and be sure that cir- 
garette butts are disposed of 
Safely. 

8. Take down the tree 
when needles start to fall. A 
dry tree can burn away in 
seconds. 

9. Many of these sugges- 
tions apply to the use of 
greenery in decorating 
mantels, buffet tops or ta- 
bles. If greenery is to be 
used safely, it should never 
be placed near hot objects or 
used with candles. Use hur- 
ricane lamps over -your 
candles as a simple, effec- 
tive safety measure. 

10. Gifts: To meet safety 
standards, electric toys 
should carry U.L. or CAS 
label. Why not give a gift of 
life present. Give someone 
you care for a smoke detec- 
tor so in the event of a fire 
they can safely evacuate 
their household.

utiful, Inc. (KAB) must 
have startled a tripe many 
le across the country. 

id this mean that the 
nation’s largest 
conservation organization 
was not ‘‘anti-litter’’? Did it 
mean the NWF condones the 
continued desecration of our 
scenic areas by trash? 

No, our withdrawal didn’t 
mean that NWF is 
abandoning the struggle to 
clean up and keep America 
beautiful. We are as 
dedicated as ever to the 
goals of KAB. 

What it meant was that 
NWF wants a more 
effective campaign. to 
eliminate litter and we. 
decided, reluctantly, that 
such a campaign cannot be 
led by an organization, such 
as KAB, which is dominated 
by the beverage, container, 
and packaging industries. 
For years, we have 
maintained that the 
quickest way to cut down on 
litter in the U.S. would be 
cut down on the production 
of billions of throwaway 
containers each year. We 
have argued that the 
anti-litter campaign, while 
certainly desirable, attacks 
only the symptoms of our 
solid waste problem and 
ignores the principal cause 
— the growth of the 
area ethic in 
America. The throwaway 
ethic not only produces a lot 
of litter but wastes a lot of 
precious energy. 

KAB’s slogan reads’ 
“People start pollution, 
people can stop it.’’ We 
concur in this, but we feel 
that the accompanying 
campaign should not 
concentrate entirely upon 
litter. People can also stop 
polluting by not Breduetne 
so much trash and by using 
products that minimize 
pollution in their 
production.
